ORDINANCE NO. 751 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE 
CITY OF SIERRA MADRE 
REQUIRING A PRELIMIN¬ 
ARY SOIL REPORT OF SUB¬ 
DIVISIONS AND SPECIFY¬ 
ING THE CONDITIONS UN¬ 
DER WHICH A SOIL IN¬ 
VESTIGATION OF EACH LOT 
IS REQUIRED. 

THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY OF SIERRA MADRE DOES 
ORDAIN: 

SECTION 1. Section 9216, reading 
as follows. Is hereby added to the 
Sierra Madre City Code. 

Section 0216. Soils Investiga¬ 
tion. 

1. Purpose. The City Council 
declares that this ordinance 
Is enacted pursuant to the re¬ 
quirements of Chapter 1001 of 
the Statues of 1965. 

2. Preliminary Soil Report. 

Prior to the submission of 

the final subdivision map, the 
subdivider shall file with the 
Building Department a pre¬ 
liminary soli report, prepared 
by a civil engineer who is reg¬ 
istered by the State of Cali¬ 
fornia, based upon adequate 
test borings or excavations of 
every subdivision, as defined 
In Sections 11535 and 11535.1 
of the Business and Profes¬ 
sions Code. The preliminary 
soil report may be waived if 
the Building Department shall 
determine that, due to the 
knowledge of such department 
as to the soli qualities of the 
subdivision, no preliminary 
analysis is necessary. 

3. Soil Investigation. 

If the preliminary soil re¬ 
port indicates the presence of 
critically expansive soils or 
other soil problems which, if 
not corrected, would lead to 
structural defects, a soil In¬ 
vestigation of each lot In the 
subdivision shall be prepared 
by a civil engineer who is reg¬ 
istered by the State of Cali¬ 
fornia. The soil investigation 
shall recommend corrective 
action which is likely to pre¬ 
vent structural damage to 
each dwelling proposed to be 
constructed on the expansive 
soil. The report shall be filed 
with the Building Department. 

4. Approval of Soil Investi¬ 
gation. 

The Building Department 
shall approve the soil investi¬ 
gation if It determines that 
the recommended corrective 
action is likely to prevent 
structural damage to each 
dwelling to be constructed on 
each lot in the subdivision. 
Appeal from such determina¬ 
tion shall be to the City 
Council. The building permit 
shall be conditioned upon the 
Incorporation of the approved 
recommended corrective ac¬ 
tion in the construction of 
each dwelllcg. 

SECTION 2. The Ctly Clerk of 
the City of Sierra Madre shall 
certify to the passage and adop¬ 
tion of this Ordinance and to its 
approval by the Mayor and shall 
cause the same to be published in 
the Sierra Madre News, a news¬ 
paper of general circulation, 
printed, published and circulated 
in the City of Sierra Madre.
